NEW YORK (AP) — Clifford 


Irving's lawyer says $650,000 in 
McGraw-Hill Book Co. money 
intended for Howard R. Hughes 
but slipped in and out of a Swiss 
bank account by Irving's wife is 
being held in trust for the 
billionaire. 


Maury Nessen said his client 


had given the checks 
to 


Hughes—in payment for rights 
to his autobiography, which 
Irving says Hughes authorized 
him to assemble—but that for 
"some reason" they were given 
back. 


It was then, Nessen said, that 


"K.H.IfcighM" 


blonde, attractive Edith Irving 
deposited them in an account 
she opened in the name of Helga 
R. Hughes at the Swiss Credit' 
. Bank in Zurich. Discovery last 
week that the money had gone 
to someone other then Hughes 
started an international search 
for the mystery woman. 


That ended Friday when Nes- 


sen announced that Irving had 
told the Manhattan district at- 
torney's office the day before 
that the account-holder had 
been his wife. 


McGraw-Hill, which 
had 


planned to publish the pur- 
ported autobiography March 10, 
said it was "stunned" by the 
developments. Time, 
Inc., 


which planned to publish a 
three-part excerpt from the 
book in Life magazine, said it 
was pressing its own Investiga- 
tion. Both have delayed publi- 
cation'indefinitely. 


Hughes has said In affidavits 


he. never got the McGraw-Hill 
money, never authorized any 
autobiography and never met 
Irving.

Singer's Protest Shocks 
Guests At White House 


Performer Unfurls Anti-War Sign 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


White House dinner honoring 
the founders of the Reader's 
Digest was interrupted when a 
member of Ray Conniff's sing- 
ers unrolled a protest sign be- 
fore invited guests and chas- 
tised President Nixon for the 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam. 


"President Nixon, stop bomb- 


ing human beings, animals and 
vegetation," the young dark- 
haired singer said as she dis- 
played a sign that read: "Slop 
the Killing." 


Over 100 surprised guests at 


the dinner Friday night for l,ila 
and Dewitt Wallace, cofounders 
of Reader's Digest, were silent 
as the woman continued: "You 
go to church on Sunday and 
pray to Jesus Christ. If Jesus 
Christ were in this room 
tonight, you would not dare drop 
another bomb." 


The women identified herself 


as Carol Feraci, 30, a profes- 
sional singer—though not a 
regular with Conniff—from Los 
Angeles. 


Conniff, who snid Inter he was 


as stunned as anyone al the 
demonstration, launched his 
group into their first song be- 
fore anyone reacted to the 
young woman's comments.

be a

commission to review complaints that 
a judge is abusing the office or is 
incompetent to perform his job. The 
tenure commission would be empower- 
ed and required to act promptly on 
charges of arbitrariness or incompe- 
tency. 


Except that the mechanics of ap- 


pointment differ, the proposal follows 
closely the federal system of a judge 
holding office 
for life or until 
his 


behavior dictates otherwise. 


The plan shortens up the tenure. 
Under the present system a candi- 


date for judicial office may not run if 
his 70th birthday precedes the election 
date. . 


By setting an absolute 65-year limit, 


the Bar plan chops off a theoretical 
extra ten years on the bench.

suggestion made thus far to implement 
the theory that a judge should be ' 
assessed not because of his partisan ' 
appeal but on whether he knows the 
law and is able to apply it impartially.

If nothing else, a Governor 
will have the thought in mind when 
making an appointment and it would 
be humanly impossible for the nomi- 
nating commission .to abandon par- 
tisanship completely.
